2. Claims 6-7, 13-14, 20-21 , 27-30, 33-37, 40-44 are allowed, (renumbered as 1-20) 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's argument regarding the 35 U.S.C 112, 2 nd paragraph rejection have 

been considered and is persuasive. The 112 rejection to claims 13-14, 27-28 has been 
withdrawn. 

Regarding independent claims 6, 13, 20, 27, 29, 30, 33, 40, the prior art of record 
does not particularly teach the combination of the claimed elements including "creation 
of maps linking chart identification numbers to the unique identification numbers 
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associated with the multiple source data elements, each map containing information 
identifying one of the linked multiple source data elements to generate the updated 
project management scheduling chart" as claimed. Dependent claims are allowed at 
least by virtue of their dependencies to the independent claims.
